HERMON NC 


This document shall serve as my formal request for a full investigation of the Hermon NC subdivision and 
boundary encroachment procedures set by DONE. This also includes a request for a full review of 
appropriate funding levels for a NC of approximately 3,300 stakeholders. In the run-up to the subdivision 
election, DONE failed to verify information presented in the Hermon NC application and failed to perform 
any outreach to ASNC stakeholders, most egregiously to those who would be negatively affected by the 
proposed boundary changes. 


In this document, I have attempted to summarize some of the many unfair and inappropriate actions taken 
by DONE including Brown Act violations throughout this process. 


I should also note that I was one of the Public Commenters at the Commissioners' meetings 03/30/17 with 
Tamar Rosenthal and 4/17/17 with Martha Benedict. On 03/31/17 I spoke to the Commissioners about the 
funding inequity of 3,300 stakeholders receiving the same funds as much larger Neighborhood Councils 
(NC), and on 04/17/17, I spoke to the Commissioners about the unexpected changes to the boundaries of 
the ASNC area of Monterey Hills proposed by the Hermon NC. The boundary changes would have a 
detrimental effect on the neighboring Monterey Hills area of the ASNC. 


I also want to address a question asked during the 04/17/17 Commissioners Meeting to Mike Fong. The 
Commissioners probably remember the question that you asked regarding outreach activities during the 
Hermon formation planning. I don't think Mike Fong adequately answered your question, or perhaps he did 
not know the pertinent details. You asked if the affected NCs received outreach about the subdivisions. 
Mike answered only in general terms. The answer is NO. 


To summarize; the ASNC was not informed until after the Hermon NC application was approved by DONE. It 
was a big surprise! Neither the ASNC stakeholders at large nor the ASNC Board was ever made aware of 
the subdivision request in advance. In fact, there are currently three ASNC board members representing 
Hermon and living within the Hermon community, and they were not made aware of any subdivision 
activities. 


We only received notification of three information meetings from DONE after the subdivision application was 
approved. ASNC stakeholders attended the three informational meetings organized by DONE staff 
members, Stephen Box, Mike Fong, and Tom Soong. At the meetings, DONE staff told the ASNC members 
that there was "no need to post the agendas for the meetings as the Brown Act did not apply to these 
meetings." The ASNC members who attended the information meetings were also told they could not use 
any ASNC resources to criticize or dissent from the formation of the Hermon NC. DONE staff also told us 


that there would not be any additional meeting outside of the Hermon subdivision area. 


When the ASNC Board learned of the subdivision from DONE, the Board immediately voted to object to the 
subdivision, but at the three informational meetings they were told that this fact could not be circulated to 
our stakeholders. 


ASNC could only announce the election but NOT advocate any position on it. We believe that the lack of 
agendas posted 72 hours in advance of these three meeting may be Brown Act violations, or at the very 
least a coordinated attempt to cover up the actions of the Hermon NC formation group. The ASNC did pay 
for an ASNC community-wide postcard informing stakeholders of the election but with minimal information 
and without any important facts on the boundary changes or any pro or con statements, per the 
instructions given by DONE staff. 


The ASNC did try sharing important fact related to the subdivision election by posting a link to an online 
article written by Scott Johnson that was critical of actions by some members of the Hermon NC Formation 
Committee on the ASNC Facebook page. We were told by Mike Fong and Tom Soong to remove the post, 
and we complied. In hindsight we realize this violated our freedom of speech. 


The DONE staff stated that the election would be in accordance with ASNC Bylaws. But the Ordinance 
requires that the election had to been held in Hermon and not central to all ASNC neighborhoods. The late 
notification from DONE and the constraints on information made detailed and informed outreach to all 
stakeholders in the ASNC virtually impossible. The election on April 8, was held in the room where the 
Hermon subdividing group me. In contrast the Hermon formation team had plenty of time to advertise a 
celebration next door to the voting place with free food and other refreshments, even a drawing for 
merchandise to all Hermon stakeholders! We were surprised there were as many NO votes' as there were, 
considering the obscure voting site and the lack of outreach to ASNC. 


From the moment the ASNC Board members became aware of the subdivision from DONE; we have felt 
that the process has been completely skewed to advantage Hermon. 


The stakeholders in Monterey Hills must now fight for our boundaries to remain as they have been since the 
inception of neighborhood councils. Many of the Hermon formation team were also the early ASNC 
participants who established the original boundaries for Hermon, Monterey Hills, and Montecito Heights. 

And over the years the Hermon Board members never requested these boundary changes to the ASNC 
Bylaws. 

It appears that the subdivision ordinance lets the boundaries just stand the way the applicant submits 
them. This is without any discussion with the original NC, in this case ASNC. So much for openness and 
transparency! 


The Monterey Hills land in question has recently become available for purchase. The open land for sale is 
directly across the street from many homes on Via Colina in Monterey Hills. If this land in Monterey Hills is 
developed, then it's the stakeholders in Monterey Hills that will be most affected by the development, and 
will need a voice. These stakeholders will have to live with any changes to this land. The stakeholders in 
Hermon do not have any residences on Via Colina and it is hard to see that any Hermon stakeholder will be 
adversely affected by the boundary change. We urge you to maintain the existing boundaries for Monterey 



Hills. The boundary expansion also includes the Telacu senior housing that has always been part of 
Monterey Hills. If this boundary change is allowed, DONE must explain to the stakeholders of Monterey Hills 
why Hermon is allowed to take our community and never notify any resident of this land grab! 


What is more discouraging, in Grayce Liu's letter of January 11, 2017 where she approves the Hermon 
application for subdivision, she states under the Boundaries Section, that "the boundaries submitted by 
HNCFC meet the boundaries requirement since the proposed area is separated from adjacent communities 
by significant features" It is obvious to the resident stakeholders of Monterey Hills that Ms. Liu never made 
a site visit! If the significant features that separate Hermon are so distinct, why does Hermon NC seek so 
much Monterey Hills Property? They've lived within their existing NC boundaries for 15 years. 


As I previously stated, it appears that any outreach by the formation subdividers was only directed toward 
some of the people in Hermon. The Hermon NC subdivision application is full of untruths and the formation 
members admitted at the last Hermon information meeting that the information was "five years old" and 
"they knew some of the information might no longer be correct". In fact the application misrepresented the 
ASNC to DONE. All of the DONE staff members present during the last information meeting heard these 
statements from the Hermon formation stakeholders present, and none of them asked for clarification nor 
commented in any way. The so-called informational meetings where the subdivision issues was meant to be 
debated was attended by ASNC members and stakeholders but only by a small group of the Hermon 
subdividing organizers. In retrospect it appears the three informational meetings in Hermon were not 
meant to accomplish any discussion of Hermon subdivision's impact on the ASNC as a whole. In fact it 
appeared that DONE's position was that the issue was closed and everything was already in place for the 
new Hermon NC; they were just holding the meeting to fill their minimum requirements. In addition, the 
Hermon formation team did not invite their own Hermon stakeholders to the informational meetings, 
perhaps so none would hear dissenting opinions from the ASNC. 


On Election Day April 8, 2017, Hermon voters verbally attacked ASNC board members who had set up an 
outreach table outside the electioneering perimeter. Evidently they had previously been told untrue things. 
Some thought ASNC was actually from Pasadena. Anything positive about the ASNC seemed to have been 
distorted. This was the opposite of outreach, in which false information had been circulated about the 
ASNC. 


As to the issue Martha Benedict and I spoke about at the Commissioners' meeting on April 17, when we 
first received a map showing boundaries of the Hermon NC on January 12, 2017, it was impossible to tell 
that they had made an expansion into Monterey Hills. See maps attached. Much later, the Bureau of 
Engineering produced a map that shows the expansion. This appeared on empowerla.org only recently, 
shortly before the election. We feel there was deliberate deception in this expansion. Affected stakeholders 
in Monterey Hills were not informed at all, nor were members of the larger ASNC community. Given that 
one of Hermon's justifications for separating was their "isolation" it does not make logical sense they would 
push into long-standing boundaries of another ASNC community. We didn't even imagine that would 
happen until we saw the Engineers' map. 


On Thursday April 20, 2017 the ASNC accidentally learned on Nextdoor, (in a post from Wendi Riser, one of 
the Hermon formation members), that Stephen Box had informed her that unless the ASNC filed an 
objection to the boundary changes by May 8, 2017 the new proposed changes would become permanent. 
This is a contradiction to the information given to myself and other ASNC members by DONE. Mr. Box and 
Mr. Fong both told me and others that the commissioners would make the decision and NEVER mentioned 
that the 30 day date of May 8, 2017 was a critical date! A copy of the Post is attached to this letter. 



At no time has any DONE staff member called any ASNC board member to answer our concerns regarding 
the boundary request from the Hermon formation group. I have repeatedly asked Mike Fong, Stephen Box, 
and even Zenay Loera with Councilmember Huizar's office at an ASNC Monterey Hills Local Issues 
Committee meeting, why Hermon has made this boundary change request. ALL have responded "there are 
no stakeholders on this land", and or "what's the Problem?" Not one person has responded with: let me find 
out why Hermon wants this change, since there are no stakeholders living on this land! I am aware of only 
one change that could affect this land grab request from the Hermon formation team and that is CRA/LA 
has recently put the land in question up for sale. If the intent is to develop the land, then there are more 
reasons NOT to move the boundary of Hermon! 


Thanks for reading my request and this summary. I am aware that you have received, or will receive other 
documents on the Hermon secession request; I/we will await a full (and hopefully positive) response from 
the Commission. I also hope it helps DONE define a more unbiased and open process for finalizing the 
Hermon secession and for future NC secession requests.

Since it's inception, when the CRA created Monterey Hills, Monterey Hills has been the hilly 
area around Via Arbolada, Via Colina, Via Mia, and Via Marisol.

On April 8th, Hermon voted to secede from the Arroyo Seco Neighborhood Council, which is fine, I do not object 
to that. 


[I mean, I do slightly object --1 voted against it because I think it is ridiculous to make a council out of a 
neighborhood of 3000 when the guidelines state these neighborhoods should be made up of 20,000 people -- 
but, in general, if the citizens of Hermon do not want to work with their neighbors it is fine. And I the city feels it 
can afford another neighborhood council that's fine with me, too.] 
































What is NOT fine with me is that when Hermon submitted their proposal to secede, they included a map that 
alters their existing boundaries. The Hermon that existed as a part of the Arroyo Seco Neighborhood 
Council was subject to one set of boundaries and the independent Hermon seems to feel it needs more 
space. 


They now propose moving their boundary up to include all of Via Colina. (Please see the attached map and how 
Hermon now suddenly includes part of Monterey Hills). 


This concerns me as a resident of Via Colina and I have already written to Mr Huizar - TWICE - and received no 
response, which I do NOT appreciate. (And I stated this to Susie Lopez at the April 13 Monterey Hills meeting 
and got no response from her, either.) 


So here is what I want to know from all three of you: 


• Why is Hermon allowed to deviate from its previously approved borders? 

• If they are allowed to deviate, why were the people affected (residents of Monterey Hills) not informed of 
this in advance of the "election?" 

• Why were the ballots missing this info? The ballots (and by ballot I mean pieces of colored copier paper) 
asked only if Hermon should be allowed to form their own council. I think that implied that no other 
changes were under consideration. 

• Why is a neighborhood (non-municipal) election/ice cream social, where only about 400 people voted, 
sufficient to change neighborhood boundaries? 

• And if it is sufficient to do this, why were the votes of children (ages 16-18) under the legal voting age and 
non-residents of the area allowed to be counted?

That is they way elections, and cookies, 
crumble. 


But in this case, I feel we were duped and the city is not doing anything to help the residents of Montery 
Hills - not even responding to our complaints. 


Councilman Huizar and Mayor Garcetti, you represent the people of Monterey Hills just as much as the people 
of Hermon. Hermon needs to stick to their original boundaries with this secession move. If they want to expand 
their territory then there needs to be a real election with all constituents informed. This was corrupt right down to 
the fact that Hermon voters were rewarded after the voting by getting an ice cream cone.

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BACKGROUND: 


In 2006, a Neighborhood Council Review Commission (NCRC) was assembled at the 
behest of The Los Angeles City Council to review the progress its neighborhood council 
system had made since its inception. 

In September 2007, the NCRC's final report made a key recommendation: "The City Clerk 
shall organize and run neighborhood council elections," as the Clerk had the most 
expertise in facilitating elections, and it should "guide all aspects of the election process, 
including "candidate forums and debates, and community outreach up until election day." 

In 2008 and 2010, the City Clerk coordinated and conducted neighborhood council biennial 
elections. Leading into the 2012 election cycle, it was discovered the City's approved fiscal 
year budget did not make any line-item funding allocations for conducting neighborhood 
council (NC) elections; "There is no money for elections this year." 

After many surveys, discussions and debates of varying approaches that could address the 
"NC election crisis," including canceling the elections entirely, a large number of NC’s were 
insistent elections be held. At this time, The Department of Neighborhood Empowerment 
(DONE) floated a plan for how they could facilitate the elections on a reduced budget. A 
proposal ultimately approved by City Council. 

DONE has since overseen NC elections in 2012, 2014 and most recently, 2016, with the 
assistance of the City Clerk in varying capacities, essentially setting aside the NCRC's 
recommendation. 

In 2013 Councilmember, Jose Huizar, promulgated legislative policy changes to "combat 
abuse of the Neighborhood Council (NC) electoral process" by amending the city-wide 
Stakeholder Definition requiring stakeholders to have "substantial and ongoing participation 
within the neighborhood council's boundaries" to thwart 'Starbucks Stakeholders' who 
qualified to vote by simply presenting a Starbucks' receipt (or one from any other type of 
recognized establishment). 

In 2016, after introducing a "pilot" online voting system, DONE was instructed by City 
Council to suspend any further implementation of NC online voting and produce a report 
detailing the pilot's results, and the "experience of online voting for candidates, voters, staff 
and other stakeholders, and on the actions that DONE intends to take to improve the 
implementation process, outreach, training, data security, and other processes." 

INTENT: 


This document is submitted to speak specifically to DONE's "Report Back" to Council File 
15-1022-S2, dated January 17, 2017, and its recommendations and further funding requests. 

COMMENT: 

1. DONE's report does not adequately explain the nuances between neighborhood councils 
that validate voters by 'documentation' and those that validate by 'self-affirmation' where 
the latter is basically an honor system entrusting voters to abide by the rules on their own 
volition. Presenting oneself to a poll registration worker as a bona fide neighborhood 
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stakeholder is a different experience than clicking a box on an electronic device with near 
complete anonymity. Online voting for self-affirmation councils can be rife for abuse 
and voter fraud. The City Clerk specifically recognized this in its 2010 post-election 
"after-action" report. 

2. DONE's report recommends requiring the use of photo identification ('Photo IDs') as a 
catchall for ensuring online voters are legitimate stakeholders. However, possessing a 
photo ID does not ensure any voter is truly a stakeholder in any given neighborhood by 
virtue of the stakeholder definition itself, specifically 'Community Interest Stakeholders'. 

3. DONE's report makes no mention of how it would verify or spot-check ID credentials in 
online voting submissions. Various software applications, e.g., Adobe Photoshop allow 
for easy manipulation of address or other information not discernible to the naked eye, 
whether it's on a utility bill, real estate tax record or photo ID. It appears that in 2016, 
electronically uploaded voter validation graphics (including smart-phone photos) were 
accepted at face value. 

The process at a polling place is a bit different, as it requires a face-to-face human 
interaction, and an actual document as opposed to a virtual one. 

4. DONE's report cites both voter counts and vote counts, but are not specifically qualified. 
One voter can cast numerous votes, and this is not delineated. It is unclear whether 
online votes cast at polling places were folded into the overall or neighborhood-specific 
numbers. 

5. DONE's report concedes the results of online voting in 2016 were underwhelming given 
touted assumptions that instituting an online voting system would substantially increase 
voter participation. 

6. DONE's report data shows conclusively, that on the whole, councils participating in 
online voting saw overall decreases of nearly 20% in voter turnout from their previous 
election cycles. This after the Department introduced 'pop-up polls' used in addition to 
the polling place to bolster online voting. The initial intent of online voting was to make 
it convenient for stakeholders to vote "from home." These pop-up polls were only 
provided to councils participating in the online voting pilot, and specifically denied to 
councils who did not participate. 

7. DONE's report data shows the majority of councils who used online voting in 2016 and 
experienced voter turnout increases from their previous election cycles, came from 
councils validating voters by self-affirmation. Councils requiring 'documentation' saw 
much larger drop off in voter participation than the aggregated whole. 

SUMMARY: 


In recent months, focus on voter, ballot and polling place integrity is at the forefront of our 
national conversation. Regardless of the level a public election is conducted at, faith in the 
integrity of the process must be unassailable. 

DONE's posture in their conduct of NC elections seems to be almost entirely motivated by 
delivering higher metrics that equate voter turnout with election success. In the pilot test, 
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the introduction of pop-up polls after the initial regional turnout numbers were less than 
promising, appeared to be an effort to drive online voter participation metrics up, rather than 
accurately test whether online voting is as effective as envisioned. What seems entirely 
missed by this approach is that in a unique system where the standard definition of 
stakeholder is somewhat vague and open to interpretation, quantity does not necessitate 
quality. 

In 2014, voters in Silver Lake's NC election were given ballots after presenting printed 
"credentials" generated by a privately created, issue-driven web site that qualified them as 
stakeholders. These credentials took less time to generate than it would to enter a 
Starbucks, stand on line and buy a latte. Yet, these were readily accepted as bona fide 
indicators of "substantial and ongoing participation" in the neighborhood. It's questionable 
whether whoever oversaw that polling place understood the spirit of the 2013 legislation to 
combat abuse of the NC electoral process, or was motivated by DONE's institutional belief 
that when it comes to voter turnouts, bigger is better. 

DONE's report summarily communicates that although online voting failed to meet 
expectations in 2016, that with a funding increase, they're confident they can make a success 
of it. Further, they cite the formation via sub-division of two new councils (Hermon and 
Skid Row) as the foundation of an impending deadline to do so. If ninety plus 
neighborhood councils have been formed and hundreds of NC elections conducted without 
online voting mechanisms, why is this being put forward as an imperative? 

DONE also recommends limiting the number of ballot types to three (3) would simplify the 
election process. This sounds logical, yet it does not speak to the complex representation 
structures neighborhood councils created to fit their specific constituent models. While 
convenient for DONE's election management process, it would require many NCs to 
potentially reconstitute the basic tenets of how they are organized by rewriting their bylaws 
to accommodate such a stricture, ostensibly suggested to make online voting— a yet 
unproven process— easier to facilitate. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1. Regardless of what the ultimate decision is regarding the future use of online voting for 
Los Angeles neighborhood council elections, the decision of whether a council opts into 
using online voting should be made by each council and not have it mandated upon them. 

2. Further, DONE can recommend an annual budget percentage it believes should be spent 
on election outreach, but DONE should not be granted the authority to place any 
mandatory minimum expenditure upon neighborhood councils . 

3. Los Angeles' City Council, Mayor, Board of Neighborhood Commissioners, et al., should 
not only concern themselves with the efficacy of online voting in NC elections, but also 
broaden the discussion to how the entire NC election process is facilitated, and whether 
simpler, less expensive, viable alternatives exist ? 

PERSPECTIVE: 


When the Los Feliz Neighborhood Council (LFNC) debated whether or not to participate in 
the NC online voting pilot, the prevailing sentiment was the proposed mechanism was yet 
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untested and unproven, and DONE could not speak to potential unintended consequences 
that could befall a council who validated voters by self affirmation—as we do—while voting 
online; we opted out of the pilot. 

In 2010, with over 1500 voters participating, Los Feliz had one of the highest voter turnouts 
in the city. 

In 2014, when the 'Factual Basis' stakeholder definition was revised with 'Community 
Interest' stakeholder, we updated our election guidelines to specifically define what a 
constitutes a 'Community Organization', which is an integral component of stakeholder 
criteria. Signing up on a website or social media page will not qualify a voter in Los Feliz. 

Subsequently, our voter turnouts in 2014 and 2016 have been diminished to numbers in the 
300-400 range, as people can no longer walk-in to our polling place, self-affirm by 
rationales such as: "I love Griffith Park" and cast a ballot. Our voter turnout is lower, yet in 
2016, every open seat on our Governing Board was contested, and it is virtually undeniable 
every prevailing candidate was elected by his or her constituents, and only by those 
constituents. Sometimes, bigger is not necessarily better. 

Certainly, higher voter turnouts would be generally considered as optimal in any democratic 
election. However, NC Boardmembers, vis a vis the stakeholder definition are elected 
under much different criteria than most other public offices. In 2016, according to data 
from the U.S. Census Bureau, nearly 30% of Americans eligible to vote in the presidential 
election, didn't. For Los Angeles neighborhood councils, online voting has been positioned 
as a panacea to combat L.A.'s abysmally low voter turnouts, while other viable alternatives 
have not been adequately considered.

Honorable Members: 

For reference, responses in this letter follow the DONE report format: 

SUMMARY 

The report indicates the division of responsibilities between the City Clerk and DONE, however, it raises more questions 
than it answers. For example, will Neighborhood Councils deal directly with the City Clerk or will NCs still go through 
DONE? Who will issue the Election Manual? How will election challenges be processed by the Regional Grievance 
Panels? 

RECOMMENDATION 

DONE and/or the City Clerk must take more care, as well as input from Neighborhood Councils, to prevent changes to 
the Election Manual or any other prevailing rules after the elections have commenced. If changes are made, the NC 
Elections already held, must abide by the Election Manual in force at the time of the election. Retroactive enforcement 
must not be allowed. 

The City Clerk should be instructed to abide by the individual Neighborhood Council bylaws regarding board seats and 
elections, whether it is documentation required or self-affirmation. 

The Neighborhood Councils must not be required to alter their board seat categories, number of ballots or requirements 
to vote merely for the convenience of DONE or the City Clerk. 

The City Attorney, DONE, and/or the City Clerk should propose changes to Ordinance No. 183487 to address the 
Election Challenges in order to be included in the Regional Grievance Panel process. This should have been done in 
2015 when the Ordinance was first proposed. 

Nowhere in Ordinance No. 183487 or Council File 15-0067 do the words "Election Challenge" appear. The General 
Manager of DONE Grayce Liu, in her letter to the City Council on February 12, 2015, stated that "time is of the essence 
in the creation and implementation of these grievance panels as they will also be the basis of the 2016 Neighborhood 
Council election challenge process." 

On February 17, 2015, at the Education and Neighborhoods Committee meeting, the minutes show "the representative 
from the City Attorney together with the General Manager of DONE appeared before the Committee to provide a brief 
overview of the proposed Ordinance and responded to related questions. After further discussion, and providing an 
opportunity for public comment, the Committee recommended that the Council adopt the Ordinance." The City Council 
adopted Ordinance No. 183487 on March 18, 2015. 

Before Ordinance No. 183487 was adopted, the Office of the City Attorney and DONE should have been required to 
amend the language to include election challenges and the process under which the Regional Grievance Panel hearings 
would be conducted. The language in the Ordinance is intended to address Neighborhood Council grievances only; 
there is no mention of Election Challenges. The DONE recommendations do not specify the language to be used to 
revise or update the Ordinance. 

DONE's bully pulpit culture contributed to egregious decisions and errors by using Ordinance No. 183487 for the 2016 
Election Challenge hearings causing irrefutable damage to the election process and specifically to the Studio City 
Neighborhood Council and possibly other Neighborhood Councils. 

BACKGROUND 

It is troubling that General Manager Grayce Liu indicates that a limited budget was the reason for using volunteer poll 
workers. She further implies that the problems were attributable to their lack of training. This is an insult to 
Neighborhood Councils who have had few issues with volunteer poll workers used at every election since the inception 
of Neighborhood Councils. 

DONE instructed the Studio City Neighborhood Council to provide a minimum of four volunteer poll workers on Election 
Day. Eight were provided, of which five attended the poll worker training on March 30, 2016. The three volunteers who 
did not attend the training did not participate in "...e.g. checking documentation, handling ballots, directing voters, 
etc." The problems at the polling place were not created by the volunteer poll workers. The City Clerk and DONE poll 
workers were not provided proper instructions, information and supplies pertaining to the Studio City Neighborhood 
Council bylaws. No monitor was provided by DONE, DONE staff did not intervene when electioneering was reported 
and the IEA was rendered ineffective by senior DONE staff Grayce Liu, Stephen Box and Jay Handal who ran this Polling 
Place. 

Even if the Ordinance was applicable, DONE violated key provisions in the Ordinance. In the case of the Studio City 
Neighborhood Council election challenges, three were forwarded to the Regional Grievance Panel, not one as stated by 
the DONE report. In violation of the Brown Act and the Ordinance, public comment was not allowed at the April 18 



2016, Regional Grievance Panel as required by Sec. 22818 (C) (10) "The Regional Grievance Panel will open the matter 
for public comment for 10 minutes unless in the sole discretion of the Regional Grievance Panel additional time for 
public comment is necessary to adjudication of the Grievance." DONE does not address these issues in the 2016 
Election Manual, so after the Regional Grievance Panel met, DONE issued a Supplemental Guide for Election Challenges. 
In the supplemental guide, DONE also states "Q: Can the Regional Grievance Panel determination be appealed? A: No, 
the Regional Grievance Panel determination cannot be appealed." 

The Studio City Neighborhood Council's initial Regional Grievance Panel hearing on April 18, 2016, no minutes or 
recordings were made while actions were taken. It was obvious that the Panel had no guidelines for the hearing. At 
this Regional Grievance Panel one challenge was denied; one challenge was sustained which disqualified two 
candidates, Eric Preven and Patrice Berlin, for electioneering inside the Polling Place; and one challenge was voluntarily 
withdrawn upon being told that the sustained challenge was un-appealable. Based on this information and the fact that 
the outcome would be the same, the challenger withdrew. 

Contrary to those statements and the DONE Supplemental Guide an appeal was allowed. A second Regional Grievance 
Panel, consisting of the same three members, was convened on May 9, 2016. The withdrawn challenge was asked to 
be reinstated by the challenger and was refused inclusion because it was falsely listed as denied on the DONE website. 
In a split vote, the panel reversed the sustained decision and reinstated the two disqualified candidates, one of whom 
did not bother to attend. During the hearing, the challenger and the candidates were allowed equal time, however, 
DONE who took the position of defending their role during the controversial election, got equal time to support the 
candidates and denounce the challenge. Needless to say, this tipped the scales of justice being served. 

ELECTION CHANGES 

The City Clerk must work with the individual Neighborhood Councils regarding their bylaws and election requirements. 
One size does not fit all. 

There needs to be a total review with Neighborhood Council input on Section XVI, Challenges of the Neighborhood 
Council Election Manual, regarding what is challengeable and non-challengeable. The justification for many items on 
the current lists is hard to understand. 

CONCLUSION 

Neighborhood Councils should be allowed more control in their self-governance. DONE and the City Clerk should 
support those efforts with less interference. The chaos and turmoil with elections has been caused by the constant 
changing of the rules including election years and election oversight. Neighborhood Councils are well past the 
"experimental" stage. It's time that DONE follows suit.

Dear President Shaffer and Honorable Commissioners: 

This firm represents United Downtown LA (“United Downtown"), a group founded on the principle that a 
united Downtown Los Angeles is fundamental to making each neighborhood stronger and improving the 
quality of life for all of us. United Downtown is focused on preventing the resurgence of a decades-long 
failed policy of community isolation in Downtown Los Angeles and ensuring high standards of integrity for 
the City’s democratic election process. This unity is ever more important in the wake of the passage of 
Measures HHH and H which should provide a once-in-a-lifetime funding opportunity for generational 
change to benefit the residents of a united Downtown Los Angeles. In this regard, on behalf of United 
Downtown, we wish to bring to the attention of the Board of Neighborhood Commissioners (“Commission"), 
in its role as the policy-setting and oversight commission for the City’s “Neighborhood Councils” and the 
Department of Neighborhood Empowerment (“DONE"), the submitted material deficiencies relating to the 
hastily produced subdivision petition and election process to form what would be a new, separate sub¬ 
division Neighborhood Council called the Skid Row Neighborhood Council (“SRNC”). These procedural 
defects, outlined in detail in this letter, left uncured, would result in a violation of Los Angeles Municipal 
Code (“LAMC") Section 22.819 and a misinformed, exclusionary and unrepresentative election for the 
proposed SRNC. 
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On this basis we strongly urge the Commission to delay any election approving the SRNC subdivision 
under the LAMC Section 22.819(b) until a proper and fair election process can be ensured. As the first ever 
exercise of the right to petition for a Neighborhood Council “subdivision” in the City of Los Angeles (“City”), 
it is critical that the Skid Row Neighborhood Council Formation Committee’s (“SRNC Formation 
Committee”) follow, and that the Commission enforce, those regulations and policies applicable to 
neighborhood council subdivision applications. 

I. DONE LACKED AUTHORITY TO APPROVE THE SRNC SUBDIVISION PETITION AS THE 
PETITION FAILS TO COMPLY WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE PUN FOR A CITYWIDE 
SYSTEM OF NEIGHBORHOOD COUNCILS 

Under LAMC Section 22.819(a), DONE only possesses authority to approve a subdivision petition for a 
separate certified Neighborhood Council within the boundaries of existing certified Neighborhood Councils 
if “the subdivision petition complies with the components of a Certification Application stated in Article III, 
Section 2 of the Plan for a Citywide System of Neighborhood Councils..." 

The Plan for a Citywide System of Neighborhood Councils (“Plan”) provides that “a certification application 
shall, at a minimum, include” (Plan, Article III, Section 2, italics added) the following components, among 
others: 

• A detailed description of proposed boundaries. (Plan, Article III, Section 2 (a).) 

• Proof the proposed boundaries would represent a population greater than 
20,000 residents within the desired neighborhood boundary, or, if less than 
20,000, that additional specific criteria are met. (Plan, Article III, Section 2 (a).) 

• Signatures from 200-500 community stakeholders. (Plan, Article III, Section 2 
(b).) 

• Prepare a complete set of bylaws. (Plan, Article III, Section 2 (c).) 
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As described in this section, the materials submitted to DONE in connection with the subdivision petition for 
the SRNC were not complete based on these requirements. Accordingly, DONE was prohibited from 
approving the incomplete petition pursuant to LAMC 22.819(a). 

A. SRNC FORMATION COMMITTEE’S SUBDIVISION PETITION DID NOT IDENTIFY 
SPECIFIC BOUNDARIES FOR THE PROPOSED SRNC 


A clear requirement set forth in the Plan for subdivision petitions is a “detailed description of proposed 
boundaries.” (Plan, Article III, Section 2 (a).) Here, the SRNC Formation Committee submitted an 
application (“SRNC Application”) describing the boundaries of the proposed SRNC as follows (see SRNC 
Application, Section 2): 

• North: 3rd Street 

• South: 7th Street 

• East: Alameda Street 

• West: Main Street 

A map depicting these boundaries was also provided (attached hereto as Exhibit A). Neither the description 
nor the map shows which sides of 3 rd , 7 th , Alameda and Main Streets are included within the boundaries. 
Instead a rough line is drawn over the street and the public is left to wonder whether both sides of the 
streets are included or just one. This runs contrary to the “detailed description” mandated by the Plan and 
the clear example provided on DONE’s application form: “North: Main Street (south side of the street) 
between Maple Avenue and 43rd Street.” (Italics added.) 

United Downtown is concerned based on the fact that the initial SRNC Application did not describe specific 
boundaries and that we understand Wikipedia was the primary source being relied upon to determine the 
boundaries. Not only does this render the entire SRNC Application incomplete, it also leaves incredible 
uncertainty as to who the stakeholders are for the upcoming voter election. DONE did not have the 
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authority to approve the SRNC Application without specific boundaries and the SRNC Application process 
should be delayed to protect the integrity of any election. 

B. THE BOUNDARIES WOULD REPRESENT A POPULATION OF LESS THAN 20.000 
RESIDENTS AND THE SRNC FORMATION COMMITTEE’S SUBDIVISION PETITION 
DID NOT INCLUDE PROOF OF THAT CRITERIA UNDER ARTICLE III. SECTION 2 (A) 
OF THE PUN IS SATISFIED 

As part of providing a detailed description of the boundaries, the Plan requires that a subdivision petition 
demonstrate the proposed boundaries contain “no less than 20,000 Neighborhood Council Community 
Stakeholders.” (Plan, Article III, Section 2 (a).) A proposed area that consists of less than 20,000 
Neighborhood Council Community Stakeholders may only be approved if the following criteria are 
established: 

• The proposed area is separated from adjacent communities by significant geographic 
features; or, 

• The proposed area is identified by name within any of the 36 adopted Community Plan 
Areas of the City Planning Department; or, 

• The proposed area represents a historic, identifiable neighborhood or community that is 
serviced by City service providers, such as a public library, park, recreation center, fire or 
police station, or a public school. 

The SRNC Application states that the SRNC area contains at least 20,000 stakeholders (see SRNC 
Application, Boundaries.7.), while at the same time failing to provide an estimate of the total as required, 
instead simply writing “unknown.” (See SRNC Application, Boundaries.9.) This does not comply with the 
Plan. At the very least, government approved census tracts should be referenced in demonstrating 
compliance with the minimum population size requirement. 
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C. WHETHER OR NOT THE SRNC FORMATION COMMITTEE PROVIDED A SUFFICIENT 
NUMBER OF COMMUNITY STAKEHOLDER SIGNATURES IS IN QUESTION DUE TO 
THE LACK OF A TRANSPARENT VERIFICATION METHOD AND A NUMBER OF 
POSSIBLE DUPLICATE SIGNATURES 

As part of the outreach process, the Plan requires the collection of “no less than 200 and no more than 500 
signatures from stakeholders that have an interest within the proposed Neighborhood Council boundaries." 
(Plan, Article III, Section 2 (b).) Such signatures must “reflect the broadest array of Community 
Stakeholders who will actively participate in the proposed Neighborhood Council." {Id.) 

United Downtown understands that a total of 500 signatures were submitted on a rolling basis in 
connection with the subdivision petition for the SRNC. The SRNC, however, provides no specific procedure 
for verifying that these are indeed stakeholders in the proposed SRNC boundaries, an area where many 
people lack addresses, phone numbers and email addresses. Rather, the SRNC Formation Committee 
claims to have used a “’self-affirmation’ outreach process to determine each of [its] community's 
stakeholders” and “use ‘advance knowledge’ in knowing [its] neighbors.” Of the submitted signatures, an 
overwhelming majority merely state “6 th & San Pedro” as the address with no email, phone number, or any 
kind of description identifying the basis of their stakeholder eligibility. Consequently, since there exists a 
substantial number of business and property owners in the proposed SRNC boundaries, we find it difficult 
to confirm that the signatures “reflect the broadest array of Community Stakeholders who will actively 
participate in the proposed Neighborhood Council” required under the Plan. We find this verification 
process less than adequate. 

Our research also highlights an additional fact that calls into question the legitimacy of the signatures 
collected by the SRNC Formation Committee. Our research identifies at least 16 duplicate signatures which 
should be removed from the count total. (See Exhibit B). In light of the Plan requirements for providing valid 
signatures, and the existence of multiple duplicate signatures, the Commission should require a 
demonstration that the provided signatures meet the requirements of validity. 
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D. SRNC FORMATION COMMITTEE’S SUBDIVISION PETITION DID NOT INCLUDE A 
VALID SET OF BYLAWS 

As part of the subdivision petition, the SRNC Formation Committee provided draft bylaws dated 11-2-16. 
However, the SRNC Formation Committee informed legitimate stakeholders that these bylaws are just a 
placeholder and will be substantially changed. As bylaws are a key component of Neighborhood Councils, 
the SRNC Formation Committee should be required to submit a draft which is indicative of the ultimate set 
of bylaws to be adopted. As the draft stands now, we have almost no certainty as to how this subdivided 
Neighborhood Council will be governed. The governance issues remain critical to an informed electorate of 
stakeholders eligible to vote in this election. 

II. THE ELECTION AS PROPOSED IS NOT IN COMPLIANCE WITH WELL-ESTABLISHED 
ELECTION PROCEDURAL REQUIREMENTS IN THE CITY FOR NEIGHBORHOOD COUNCIL 
ELECTIONS 

The proposed election process for the SRNC election was discussed in detail at the City meetings on 
February 15 and March 9, 2017, as shown on the meeting Agendas attached hereto as Exhibit C. At the 
meeting the DONE officials present at the meeting stated that the election would be held on April 6, 2017, 
following a series of three informative community meetings concerning the election and the proposed 
SRNC (the third and final meeting is set for March 29, 2017). For the reasons set forth below, we are 
concerned the election process as proposed would violate the election procedures under the Plan and 
LAMC. 


A. IDENTIFYING ELIGIBLE VOTERS BASED ON THE LACK OF SPECIFIED 
BOUNDARIES IS IMPOSSIBLE 

To form a “subdivision” an election must be held in which a “majority of the voters from the entire 
Neighborhood Council or Neighborhood Councils being subdivided must approve the subdivision in order 
to create the new Neighborhood Council.” (LAMC Section 22.819(b).) To qualify as an eligible voter, an 
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individual must be “a stakeholder in the proposed area for subdivision or in any of the Neighborhood 
Councils that are proposed for subdivision .” (Id., italics added.) 

As discussed above, since we do not know the true boundaries of the proposed SRNC, it is impossible to 
determine the eligible voter pool. Because the stakeholders within the entire area of any Neighborhood 
Council whose boundaries are affected by the SRNC would be entitled to vote, a slight deviation in the 
boundaries of the SRNC could trigger multiple other Neighborhood Council areas which would be entitled 
to a vote. To proceed with an election without knowing who qualifies as an eligible voter would be a 
violation of the LAMC and Plan. 

B. THE ELECTION AS PROPOSED WOULD NOT BE EQUITABLE AND WOULD RESULT 
IN AN EXCLUSIONARY EFFECT ON MANY ELIGIBLE VOTERS 

As set forth in DONE’s Report to City Council, dated February 28, 2017 (“DONE Report,” attached hereto 
as Exhibit D), relative to improving the Neighborhood Council elections voting environment, there are a 
multitude of serious deficiencies in the current election scheme. To remedy the situation, for the 2017/2018 
fiscal year Neighborhood Council Elections, the City Clerk will be administering the elections, including the 
training of polling location staff and the processing of election challenges, while DONE focuses on outreach 
to candidates and voters. The DONE Report makes clear our concerns in this instance over an election 
which is proposed to be administered by DONE, with inadequate resources. This is especially troubling for 
the first-ever Neighborhood Council subdivision petition in the City’s history. In line with the DONE Report, 
we believe it is necessary to postpone the election on the SRNC formation until after the implementation of 
the improvements outlined in the DONE Report to ensure a fair and equitable election. 
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Per the City’s March 9 th SRNC Formation Committee/Town Hall meeting, the location for the election has 
been determined by the SRNC Formation Committee to be: James Wood Community Center, 400 East 5 th 
Street, Los Angeles, CA, 90013. The hours for the election have been strictly limited to 3pm - 7pm on 
Thursday, April 6 th . Unlike other Neighborhood Council elections, no Vote by Mail or online voting is 
permitted. 

For many reasons, the current arrangement will not properly serve the anticipated number of voters 
(coming from multiple different Neighborhood Councils and stakeholder groups) and would have a material 
exclusionary effect on eligible voters. This is further compounded by the fact that the selected location, 
which was unilaterally determined by the SRNC Formation Committee, is not an easily accessible polling 
site and will likely result in many voters opting not to vote in person at the location. Based on a large 
number of anticipated voters, we believe it is critical that multiple facilities be provided on election day and 
that they remain open for longer than four hours. Such facilities might include the Los Angeles Public 
Library at 630 W. 5 th St., Los Angeles, CA 90071 which has been used in past Neighborhood Council 
elections due to its central location and ease of accessibility. Additionally, as expressed at the March 9 th 
meeting, the selected time of 3pm - 7pm, which excludes the lunch hour and morning hours, will make it 
extremely difficult for employee stakeholders who work during standard hours to vote. The hours should be 
adjusted to include the morning and lunch hours so that employee stakeholders in the area have the 
opportunity to participate in the election. 

For this election, in addition to the improvements to be implemented under the DONE Report, we ask that 
the Commission request resources from the City to offer on-line voting as well as Vote by Mail. According 
to the City Clerk, online voting and Vote by Mail have proven to be great voting mechanisms to increase 
participation in these important elections. Such additional resources are necessary to ensure a fair and 
proper election. The Commission should also institute specific procedures to certify that voters provide 
proof of eligibility, that proof of stakeholder status for community interest stakeholders is consistent and 
substantially equivalent to the evidentiary proof required of stakeholders who live, work, or own property in 
the area. 
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United Downtown’s concerns over this particular election have been echoed by others in the community 
(See Handal, Skid Row Voting: It's Time for President Wesson to Keep His Word and Fix the NC System, 
CityWatch (Mar. 6, 2017). For the aforementioned reasons, holding the election on April 6 is rushed, 
premature and will necessarily call into question the legitimacy of any election result. The prudent course is 
to postpone this election until the City Clerk can ensure this election of first-impression in the City is 
conducted in an equitable and just manner and that the SRNC, should it be formed, is not later subject to 
challenge. 

C. THE CITY HAS NOT BEEN A NEUTRAL ACTOR IN THIS ELECTION PROCESS 

The Neighborhood Council Election Manual (revised April 29, 2016) states the following in connection with 
campaigning for elections: “The use of the City of Los Angeles Seal, the Department, City Clerk or 
Neighborhood Council logo or any other official Neighborhood Council designation created by the 
Department is prohibited for use on candidate materials.” (Neighborhood Council Election Manual, Election 
Procedures, Section IX.A.) The express purpose of this prohibition is to prevent campaigning under the 
“expressed or implied endorsement or authorization of the City, a City department, or a Neighborhood 
Council and prevent voter confusion.” (Neighborhood Council Election Manual, Election Procedures, 
Section IX.A.3.) Nonetheless, a member of the Mayor’s Office of Economic Opportunity has issued a strong 
statement of support for the SRNC using City resources and declaring “[w]e support the efforts of this 
endeavor (SRNC).” ( See quoted message from Alisa Orduna, the Mayor’s Homeless Policy Director 
attached hereto as Exhibit E.) The SRNC Formation Committee proudly uses this City statement as an 
endorsement of this process. Such biased support from the City violates the requirement that the City 
maintain an impartial and neutral position in Neighborhood Council elections. The City’s interference thus 
far in this election will result in voter confusion and a skewed election. 
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Based on the foregoing, we are hopefui that upon reconsideration you will determine the subdivision 
petition filed in connection with the proposed SRNC does not comply with the clear requirements of the 
Plan and LAMC. As such the subdivision petition should be reconsidered, denied and the election delayed 
until these issues are resolved. We want to ensure the integrity of the voting process and prevent 
questions of legitimacy, should this hastily developed election process go forward as currently proposed.

Honorable Members: 

SUMMARY 

For the 2018 Neighborhood Council elections, the Department of Neighborhood 
Empowerment will be focusing on outreach to candidates and voters. The Office of the 
City Clerk will be administering the elections, including the training of polling location 
staff and the processing of election challenges using the Neighborhood Council 
Grievance Panels. 

RECOMMENDATION 

That the City Council adopts the following recommendation: 

Instruct the Office of the City Attorney to update Ordinance No. 183487, which created 
Section 22.818 of the Los Angeles Administrative Code establishing Regional 
Grievance Panels for Neighborhood Councils under Council File 15-0067, to: 

1, Allow the Office of the City Clerk to administer only the election challenges with 
the Regional Grievance Panels; 

2. Expand the process of how grievances and election challenges are heard and 
provide flexibility to the Regional Grievance Panel Chains) to accommodate the 
testimony of all parties; and

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3. Change any other language in the ordinance to ensure efficient review and 
processing of grievances and election challenges. 

BACKGROUND 

In the 2016 Neighborhood Council elections, the Department of Neighborhood 
Empowerment (EmpowerLA) administered the on-site voting locations, using essentially 
the same poll worker training and election procedures for the 2012 and 2014 elections. 
The Neighborhood Council election manual and poll worker training was created in 
partnership with Neighborhood Councils. Prior to the 2012 elections and after each of 
the election cycles administered by EmpowerLA in 2012, 2014 and 2016, EmpowerLA 
held election town halls with Neighborhood Council members and election staff to 
review all election policies and procedures for efficiencies to be implemented in the next 
election cycle. 

Because of the limited budget to conduct Neighborhood Council elections, EmpowerLA 
relies heavily on volunteer poll workers to support the at-polls elections. While there 
were four poll worker trainings (two hours) provided during the 2016 elections, the 
majority of the volunteer poll workers would typically only show up two hours before the 
election to assist in setting up before receiving a 30 to 45 minute training on their 
positions that day, e.g. checking documentation, handling ballots, directing voters, etc. 
Paid election staff handled any issues that were above basic processing of the voters, 
such as electioneering where the procedure was to tell the candidate to stop, or s/he 
would be disqualified. 

The new election challenge process via the recently established Neighborhood Council 
Regional Peer Grievance Panel was used for the first time during the 2016 elections. 
Election challenges were received via the EmpowerLA Election Challenge Portal 
(empowerla.org/election-challenge-process) where the challenge had to meet the 
following requirements per Section XVI. Challenges of the Neighborhood Council 
Election Manual: 

1. Identify the basis for the challenge to the election. 

2. Identify the person(s) issuing the challenge and their contact information. 

3. Identify up to 3 witnesses and provide their statements via a Witness Statement 
Form. 

4. Provide all supporting documentation, including any witness statements (none 
will be accepted after the request is filed). 

5. The supporting documentation must prove that the alleged challenge is not only 
valid, but would also have made a difference in the election outcome. Challenges 
without such supporting documentation will automatically be rejected. 

The following is a list of items that were and were not challengeable: 
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Challengeable: 

• Incorrect Ballots (which caused voters to vote either significantly more or less for 
a qualified or incorrect candidate) 

• Electioneering by Candidate(s) 

• Ballot Duplication (by a candidate or stakeholder) 

• Explicit Use of City logo(s) for Campaign Materials by Candidate(s) - (including 
LA City, EmpowerLA logo, Neighborhood Council logo, and any other City 
department logo) 

• Neighborhood Council Board Endorsement of a Candidate or Slate of 
Candidates 

• Neighborhood Council Outreach Materials Where Only Existing Board Member 
Candidates Are Mentioned after Candidates Are Certified 

• Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) Accessible Facility (if curbside voting was 
not available) 

• Illegal Collection of Vote-by-Mail Ballots 

• Multiple Voting - any voter who casts multiple ballots in one Neighborhood 
Council election illegally 

Any area not listed above is non-challengeable, including, but not limited to: 

• Lack of Outreach (outreach performed by a Neighborhood Council, the 
Department, or any other City entity) 

• Published Articles (challenges based on election information published in media 
such as the Internet [including blogs], newspapers], or any other type of media) 

• Translated Election Material 

• Candidate Forums 

• Polling Place or Pop Up Poll Location Selection 

. Change of Polling Place or Pop Up Poll Location 

• Email Forwarding of Neighborhood Council “Get Out To Vote Material” or Emails. 

• Ballot Design 

• Neighborhood Council Endorsed Election Procedures/Policies 

• Neighborhood Council Bylaws (Received from the Department by deadline) 

• Neighborhood Council Endorsed Polling Place or Pop Up Poll Suggestions 

• Stakeholder Qualifications to Vote (Neighborhood Council Bylaws or Election 
Procedures Stipulation Worksheet) 

• Department Approved Outreach Material 

• Candidate Slate(s)/Slate Flyers 

• Campaign Expenditure(s) 

• Volunteer Poll workers or Poll worker Bias 

• Use of Police and/or Security at Polling Place or Pop Up Poll 

• Voter Intimidation 

• Error in Voting Instructions 

• Lack of Necessary Voting Materials 

• Voters Threatened by Candidates 

• Electioneering by Stakeholders) or at Pop Up Polls 

• Voter Instructions 
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. Known Factors Prior to Election Day (such as: polling place bias because a 
candidate works at the location, language translators, etc.) 

« Language assistance or lack thereof at Polling Place or Pop Up Poll 

• Use of LA City, EmpowerLA logo, or Neighborhood Council logo when it is used 
on a website as identification purposes for an active link to click through to the 
City, EmpowerLA or Neighborhood Council website, social media page, etc. for 
more information 

• Endorsements and Sample Ballots created by and/or distributed by stakeholders 
or candidates that ask voters to vote for a specific candidate or candidates 

The Election Manual further provides language for remedies that the Neighborhood 
Council Grievance Panels could consider: 

If a challenge is found to be valid, remedies will be narrowly interpreted to affect 
only the voters, candidates, or seats affected. Redoing the entire Neighborhood 
Council election is not a remedy unless the challenge affected every seat on the 
ballot. Remedies can include, but are not limited to, letters of 
correction/reprimand, disqualification of candidates or voters, Neighborhood 
Council funding penalties and referral to the City Attorney’s Office for criminal 
prosecution. 1 

When an election challenge was received, EmpowerLA non-election staff handled the 
processing of the election challenge. Three Independent Election Administrators, who 
did not run the election being challenged, along with the Office of the City Attorney 
reviewed the election challenges as to its validity per the election challenge 
requirements. If the requirements were met, then the election challenge was moved on 
to the Neighborhood Council Grievance Panel for review. The panels were comprised 
of Neighborhood Council appointed volunteers who were not from the election region of 
the challenge. Of the 98 challenges filed during the 2016 elections, only 8 met the 
election challenge requirements. Of the 8 election challenges that were reviewed by the 
Regional Grievance Panel, only 3 were found to be valid: 2 from Sunland Tujunga 
Neighborhood Council and 1 from Studio City Neighborhood Council. 2 

It should be noted that both the Sunland Tujunga and Studio City election challenges 
were heard at the first Regional Grievance Panel, which was the first time any panel 
had been called for either a grievance or an election challenge. At this hearing, it 
became clear that the process outlined in the existing ordinance for providing notice of 
the hearing as well as the testimony process during the hearing was insufficient to 
ensure all parties had the ability to speak before the panel. EmpowerLA worked with 
the City Attorney’s Office to change some of the processes 3 in order to ensure that the 


1 During the Neighborhood Council Election Town Halls in 2015, the Neighborhood Council members pushed for 
providing remedy flexibility for the Neighborhood Council Grievance Panels for election challenges because of the 
various situations that could arise, which may not be able to be addressed with a standardized remedy system. 

2 All election challenges and determinations are listed on the EmpowerLA website at empowerla/elections/ under the 
“Submitted Challenges” button. 

3 These changes were: the notice to candidates against whom challenges were filed had to state specifically that they 
could be removed if they lost the challenge, and additional time was provided to these candidates to speak on their 
behalf at the hearing. In the original ordinance, only the challenger and EmpowerLA staff could present testimony. 
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Regional Grievance Panel was able to hear all of the evidence from the parties. While 
the result was a changing of the procedures during the election challenge process, 
these changes were necessary to provide equity to the parties involved and to supply 
the information the panelists needed to make a determination. As a result of the 
changes, there were no other issues for the remaining election challenges reviewed by 
the Regional Grievance Panel. 

ELECTION CHANGES 


In future elections, EmpowerLA will be focusing on the outreach for candidates and 
voters while the Office of the City Clerk (City Clerk) conducts the elections and 
administers the election challenges. The City Clerk has included in their election budget 
proposal for Fiscal Year 2017-2018 additional funds for paid at-polls staff because of 
the difficulty with recruiting and training volunteers. This change will make training and 
running the polls more uniform in future Neighborhood Council elections. 


Another opportunity for Neighborhood Councils to weigh in on election policies and 
procedures will be available for Neighborhood Council stakeholders to provide feedback 
prior to the next election cycle on any other updates that should be made. EmpowerLA 
and the City Clerk will work together to conduct this engagement. 

The City Clerk will still process election challenges with the Neighborhood Council 
Grievance Panels because the decision to use the panels was suggested by the 
Neighborhood Councils in the first place, which is why it is included in the original 
ordinance. EmpowerLA recommends the City Attorney’s Office be instructed to update 
the ordinance addressing the changes EmpowerLA had to make mid-process during the 
2016 elections and the ability of the City Clerk to have the authority to administer the 
election challenges prior to the next Neighborhood Council elections. 


CONCLUSION 

EmpowerLA anticipates the election changes and recommendation in this report will 
address the City Council’s concerns to improve the Neighborhood Council voting 
environment and election challenges.

What is a Neighborhood Council subdivision? 

The City of LA’s Administrative Code, Section 22.819, established a procedure for stakeholders to 
create a certified Neighborhood Council within the boundaries of one or more existing certified 
Neighborhood Councils. 

A stakeholder who desires to form a separate Neighborhood Council within the boundaries of one 
or more existing Neighborhood Councils shall submit an application to the Department of 
Neighborhood Empowerment (Department) and identify the formation committee which will 
receive notices, and make decisions regarding the subdivision petition, including bylaws. 

The Department will review the subdivision petition to determine if it complies with the Plan for a 
Citywide System of Neighborhood Councils (Plan) with the exception that the subdivision petition 
may propose boundaries that are within one or more existing certified Neighborhood Councils. 

The Department shall conduct an election within the boundaries stated in the subdivision petition 
within 90 days of the Department’s approval of the subdivision petition. 

A stakeholder is eligible to vote in the election if the person is a stakeholder in the proposed area 
for subdivision or in any of the Neighborhood Councils that are proposed for subdivision. 

A majority of the voters from the entire Neighborhood Council or Neighborhood Councils being 
subdivided must approve the subdivision in order to create the new Neighborhood Council. 

The Department is authorized to promulgate any further procedure, rule or regulation necessary 
for the administration of the subdivision process contained in this section, including, but not limited 
to, conducting the election for subdivision, initial election for the subdivided Neighborhood 
Council’s governing board, eligibility for voting at any election, and placing limitations on the 
number of subdivision petitions processed during any calendar year.

What subdivision applications have been approved? 

There are two subdivision applications that were approved on January 11,2017. The Skid Row 
Formation Committee’s application can be found here and the Hermon Formation Committee’s 
application can be found here. 
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What are the boundaries of the two proposed Neighborhood Councils? 

The maps of the proposed Skid Row Neighborhood Council and Hermon Neighborhood Council 
boundaries can be found here . 

Who gets to vote in the elections? 

A stakeholder is defined as anyone who lives, works or owns real property in the neighborhood 
and also to those who declare a stake in the neighborhood as a community interest stakeholder, 
defined as a person who affirms a substantial and ongoing participation within the neighborhood 
council's boundaries and who may be in a community organization such as, but not limited to, 
educational, non-profit and/or religious organizations. 

For the Skid Row subdivision election, any stakeholder of the Downtown Los Angeles 
Neighborhood Council, the Historic Cultural Neighborhood Council, or the proposed Skid Row 
Neighborhood Council can vote in the election because the proposed boundaries are in multiple 
existing Neighborhood Councils. 

For the Herman subdivision election, any stakeholder in the Arroyo Seco Neighborhood Council 
and the proposed Herman Neighborhood Council can vote in the election. 

If a voter is a stakeholder in Downtown Los Angeles Neighborhood Council and in 
Historic Cultural Neighborhood Council, can they vote twice? 

No. Stakeholders can cast only one vote. 

How will the election be conducted? 

Skid Row subdivision : The Skid Row subdivision election will have a traditional polling location 
open on election day on Thursday, April 6, 2017, from 3pm to 7pm. In addition, there will be online 
voter registration, Pop-Up Polls and online voting available to stakeholders. Click here for the link 
to the voter registration portal and for information on voting at the Pop-Up polls. 

Hermon subdivision : The Herman subdivision election is a traditional polling location election with 
the polls open on Saturday, April 8, 2017 from 11am to 3pm, with all voters voting on paper 
ballots. Click here for the link to Herman subdivision election information. 

How does a voter qualify to vote? 

Skid Row subdivision : The Skid Row subdivision election is documentation which means that all 
voters will need to show documents that establish their identity and verify their stakeholder status. 
Homeless voters can self-affirm their status. 
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Hermon subdivision : The Hermon subdivision election is self-affirmation which means that all 
voters will register and self-affirm their identity and stakeholder status. They do not need to bring 
any documentation. 

What proof does a voter need to show in order to vote? 

This link will take you to a list of Acceptable Forms of Identification, but the general requirement in 
a documentation election is that the voter provide a document or documents that established 
identity and stakeholder status. 

What if the vote is homeless and does not have identification? 

Homeless voters can self-affirm their status, even in documentation elections. 

Can an organization turn in a roster of members as verification? 

Yes, this is a great way to engage local partners! Organizations can submit rosters with the 
organization’s name and address and the names of the volunteers, employees, and members. 
Those voters will simply show documentation establishing their identity, and then the roster will 
establish their stakeholder status. 

How does Online Voting work? 

For subdivision elections with online voting, voters will be able to register online to vote, and they 
will then receive a username and PIN so that they can then vote online. 

For the Skid Row Formation Election, voters will have three different options for voting: 

1. Online Voting - voters can register online at EmpowerLA.org/vrp, submitting 
documentation that establishes their identity and verifies their stakeholder status (an 
address within the boundaries of the Downtown Los Angeles Neighborhood Council or 
Historic Cultural Neighborhood Councils), and they will receive a username and PIN by 
email. 

a. Voters who register online and submit the appropriate documentation will receive a 
username and PIN which they can then use to vote by visiting 
EmpowerLA.org/srfe where they will then vote. 

b. Voters who register online but do not submit their documentation will be notified by 
email that they will not be receiving a username or PIN and that they will need to 
vote at the Polling Location on Election Day. 

2. Pop-Up Polls - Voters can visit a Pop-Up Poll and register and vote at the same time. 

a. Voters who visit a Pop-Up Poll will register, show their documentation to the 
Election Team, receive their username and PIN, and they can then vote at the Poll. 

b. Voters who visit a Pop-Up Poll to register and vote will need to have their 
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documentation with them in order to begin the process. 

c. Voters who register at a Pop-Up Poll can take their username and PIN with them if 
they would rather vote from their own computer, tablet, or phone. 

3. Polling Location - Voters can visit the polling location on election day where they can 
register and vote. Voters will need to bring the appropriate identification, establishing their 
identity and their stakeholder status. 

a. Voters who are homeless can self-affirm their Stakeholder status. 

b. Voters who registered online but did not upload their documentation can continue 
the process at the polling location. 

c. Voters who registered online and who received a username and PIN but did not 
use them online can vote at the polling location. 

d. Voters at the Polling Location will fill out a registration form, they will then have 
their documentation verified, then they be given a username and PIN which they 
will use to vote on a tablet in a voting booth. 

e. Homeless Voters who are self-affirming their Stakeholder status will fill out a paper 
registration form and they will be given a paper ballot. They will not be registering 
or voting digitally. 

When can I start voting online or registering online to vote? 

The Department anticipates having online voting available from Tuesday, March 28, 2017 to 
Thursday, April 6, 2017 ending at 7 pm. 

The Department anticipates having online voter registration available from Tuesday, March 28, 
2017 to Sunday, April 2, 2017. If you miss this window, you will have to register at a Pop-Up Poll 
or at the Skid Row at polls election on Thursday, April 6, 2017. 

Check back for final date confirmation. 

What is a Pop-Up Poll? 

A Pop-Up Poll is a simple portable voting booth with a tablet that is staffed by a member of the 
Department’s Election Team, conveniently located in a public space for a limited time in the week 
prior to the election. 

Stakeholders can visit a Pop-Up Poll and register, verify their identity and stakeholder status, 
receive their username and PIN, and then vote - all at the same time. 

Pop-Up Polls allow voters to get assistance registering, to get their documentation verified without 
having to upload it, and to vote at the same time they register, at a convenient time and location in 
advance of Election Day. 
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Where do I find the Pop-Up Polls? 

The times and locations for the Skid Row Formation Election Pop-Up Polls can be found at here 
on the EmpowerLA website . In addition, the Skid Row Formation Committee, the Downtown Los 
Angeles Neighborhood Council, and the Historic Cultural Neighborhood Council will be promoting 
the locations to ensure that voters have lots of options. 

In addition, voters can also come to the Department of Neighborhood Empowerment office at City 
Hall, 200 North Spring St., 20th FL, Los Angeles CA 90012 from the hours of 1 pm - 4 pm, 
Monday through Friday from Wednesday, March 29, 2017, to Wednesday, April 5, 2017. 

What if I don’t want to upload my documents online in the Voter Registration portal? 

Voters who do not want to upload their documents have two choices: 

1. They can visit a Pop-Up Poll where they will simply show their documentation to the 
Election Team for verification, then they can vote. 

2. They can visit the Polling Location on Election Day where they will register, show their 
documentation to the Election Team and then vote. 

What is on the Subdivision Ballot? 

The subdivision Ballot, both online and paper, will contain a subdivision statement and a yes/no 
question. 

o The Xxxx Formation Committee proposes to subdivide the Yyyy Neighborhood Council 
and the Zzzz Neighborhood Council which would result in the formation of the 
proposed Xxxx Neighborhood Council. 

Are you in favor of the Xxxx subdivision proposal? Yes or No 

The Formation Committee must receive a majority of the votes cast for the proposal to succeed. 

If I registered online to vote and I received my username and PIN, how long do I have to 
cast my vote? 

Voters casting their votes online must vote by the close of the poll on election day. 

If I registered to vote in the 2016 elections, do I need to register again? 

If you registered to vote in the 2016 Online Elections and you were verified, you will receive an 
email from the Department confirming that you are registered and verified and that you will be 
receiving a username and PIN by Wednesday, March 29, 2017. If you do not receive this email, 
you will need to register when the online portal is open on Tuesday, March 28, 2017 where you 
will upload your documentation and then you will be verified and you will receive your username 
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and PIN. 

If you registered to vote in the 2016 Online Elections but you were not verified, you will need to 
register to vote at the online portal when it is open on Tuesday, March 28, 2017.

This month, the City Council made progress on some issues close to my heart and essential to the 
future of our city. We're tackling our city's housing crisis by providing funding that can be used to 
preserve existing housing and provide incentives to developers to create more affordable housing. 
Among other things, I helped advance funding for affordable housing through a Linkage Fee, with the 
aim of preventing homelessness, by using the funds to keep people in their homes and protect 
affordable housing covenants at risk of expiring. The City's Planning Department also released a 
Permanent Supportive Housing Ordinance that I called for in our Comprehensive Homeless Strategy 
report that proposes ways to streamline the construction of supportive housing for the homeless 
throughout our city. 

Homelessness isn't just a city issue - it affects us all county-wide. That's why I'm excited about a City- 
County partnership that will provide the supportive services necessary to ensure the success of the 
thousands of apartments we are building with funding from Prop HHH. We must have more housing and 
more services in all areas of the region. People fall into homelessness in all of our neighborhoods, and 
they deserve the chance to get shelter and support in the communities they call home. So I’m excited to 
report on progress being made to expand social service programs for the homeless throughout the 
District and the City as well. 

I also continue to fight for a more pedestrian friendly City, one where there are more and safer 
transportation choices. I advocated for the passing of Assembly Bill 390 to stop ticketing pedestrians 
who are crossing the street safely during the signal countdown. And this week, I celebrated with Mayor 
Garcetti at the reopening of Angel's Flight, a cultural landmark in Downtown Los Angeles.

Linkage Fee Passes Huizar's Planning and Land Use Committee 



This month, the Planning and Land Use Committee (PLUM), which Councilmember Huizar chairs, 
unanimously supported a plan to direct more funding to create and preserve affordable housing. Before 
the committee vote, Councilmember Huizar, Councilmembers Harris-Dawson and Bonin, and numerous 
community organizations held a press conference in support of the linkage fee, which will create a 
steady source of revenue and generate hundreds of millions of dollars to address affordable housing. 

In CD14, Councilmember Huizar has supported dozens of affordable and homeless housing projects 
during his tenure, but the citywide shortage of affordable housing remains one of the City's greatest 
challenges. Along with Mayor Garcetti, Councilmember Huizar has been committed to pursuing the 
linkage fee funding approach since he helped create the Comprehensive Homelessness Strategy, which 
initiated a study of such a fee as a possible funding source for affordable housing. 

“I want to thank my City Council colleagues and fellow PLUM members for their unanimous vote in favor 
of the linkage fee,” said Councilmember Huizar following the vote. “I also want to thank Mayor Garcetti 
and our community partners, the Coalition for a Just LA. Our goals for this linkage fee ordinance are to 
get at homelessness before it starts - to use the hundreds of millions of dollars the ordinance will

as to build new affordable homes for workers and families.” The final ordinance to create the Linkage 
Fee still must be heard by PLUM and the full Council.

Value Capture Moves Forward 



In Councilmember Huizar’s PLUM Committee, another affordable housing solution moved forward. The 
Value Capture Ordinance, introduced by Councilmembers O'Farrell and Huizar, would standardize the 
number of affordable units developers are required to build when they file for certain entitlements that 
allow increased density. The goal of Value Capture is to increase the overall supply of affordable 
housing units. 

The Value Capture Ordinance also requires units to be designated affordable for a minimum of 55 years 
through “covenant” requirements. This ordinance applies affordability requirements to projects that 
increase density through Conditional Use Permits, Public Benefit and Elder Care Facilities. The City 
Attorney is now preparing the final ordinance for review and a final Council vote.

City and County Partner To Provide Homeless Housing and Services 
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Councilmember Huizar joined Councilmember Harris-Dawson and County Supervisor Mark Ridley- 
Thomas in support of an LA County motion to provide wrap-around services to the thousands of units of 
housing the City will build with Proposition HHH funding, for those experiencing homelessness. 

The agreement commits the County “to provide supportive services for each permanent supportive 
housing unit created” in the 88 cities in the County, including Los Angeles, whether through construction 
or the provision of rental subsidies. 

"I want to thank Supervisor Ridley-Thomas and the Board of Supervisors for helping the City and 
County of Los Angeles keep our promises to the voters who passed Measures HHH and H," said Los 
Angeles City Councilmember Jose Huizar. "Through the Supervisors commitment highlighted by today's 
vote, people experiencing homelessness in LA County, including the City of Los Angeles, will get the 
wrap-around and rental-assistance services they need and deserve."

Huizar Continues to Address Homelessness 
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Multi-Disciplinary Program Expands to Serve People Experiencing Homelessness 

A combination of Measure H and other County funding is providing for an immediate expansion of Multi- 
Disciplinary Teams (MDTs) across the County, including four in the metropolitan service area that 
includes Council District 14. 

These teams will operate on the successful street-level outreach program model created in Skid Row by 
Councilmember Huizar working with Supervisor Mark Ridley-Thomas. This model is intensive, sustained 
and proactive social service outreach to people experiencing homelessness. 
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MDTs in CD14 are being coordinated by The People Concern, overseeing four new MDTs to be 
deployed in DTLA, Echo Park/Westlake, Hollywood, and Northeast LA. 

Another service organization, Exodus Recovery, will run the MDT for NELA, including El Sereno and the 
area in and around LAC+USC Medical Center in Boyle Heights. 

Permanent Supportive Housing Ordinance Released 

The City's Planning Department released a report on Permanent Supportive Housing (PSH), 
recommending ways that could streamline and cut costs of the construction of new housing for the 
homeless. PSH is a central pillar of the City’s Comprehensive Homeless Strategy, which initially called 
for the report. PSH is housing that incorporates supportive services such as mental health treatment, 
addiction therapy and vocational training. 

As proposed, for a project to be eligible for fewer permit restrictions, all units must be affordable, and a 
minimum of half of the total units would be restricted to persons who are homeless. PSH projects are 
required to be linked to onsite or offsite supportive services. Projects would have to ensure one-to-one 
replacement of any existing affordable units. 

Councilmember Huizar expressed optimism about the proposal, saying, "This report recognizes that the 
most important strategy for helping people who are currently living on the streets is to build more 
Supportive Housing. Thanks to the voters adopting HHH, we're going to build thousands of apartments 
for people experiencing homelessness. We need to build these much-needed units more quickly and 
find ways that reduce the cost. It's a key strategy if we're going to help the 34,000 people experiencing 
homelessness in LA, so I look forward to hearing this proposal in PLUM as soon as possible." 

City Leases Kiosk To LASHA For Homeless Outreach 

As part of Councilmember Huizar's efforts to assist those experiencing homelessness and with support 
from Mayor Eric Garcetti, the City agreed to lease a kiosk located outside City Hall to the Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority to use as a deployment station for outreach teams. When staffed by 
LAHSA employees and volunteers, it is intended to improve outreach and response times in the Civic 
Center area. 


Huizar Advocating for Pedestrian Rights 
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After hearing from DTLA stakeholders following a series of “jaywalking” stings in 2016 that targeted 
pedestrians at crosswalks that feature countdown signals, Councilmember Huizar issued a City of Los 
Angeles Resolution calling on the state to fix its antiquated crosswalk law, which does not take into 
account the more modern countdown signals. 

Earlier this month, Councilmember Huizar joined Assemblymember Santiago, LADOT, pedestrian 
activists, Downtown boosters and residents to advocate for the adoption of AB 390, which will allow 
pedestrians to cross during blinking countdown crosswalk signals, as long as they reach the other side 
before a solid hand symbol or Don’t Walk wording appears. 

“We are in the midst of a momentous shift when it comes to increasing pedestrian uses and space and 
our antiquated state crosswalk law has not kept pace with the City’s goals in Downtown and elsewhere. 
AB 390 addresses the concerns that Downtown residents expressed to my office and led to us 
sponsoring a City Council Resolution calling on the state for a change in the law, and we join our 
constituents in advocating for full state legislative support of AB 390.” 

The bill is currently in the State Senate's Appropriations Committee. If it passes, the next step is a full 
Senate vote before heading back to the Assembly for a final concurrence vote.

Historic Angel's Flight Reopens 
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On Thursday, August 30, Councilmember Huizar, Mayor Garcetti and others celebrated the grand 
reopening of Angels Flight. The shortest railway in America has served as a Los Angeles landmark since 
1901. The City and the Angels Flight Railway Foundation entered into an agreement that puts the rail 
cars back into service in a way that is safe, financially sustainable, and fully-integrated into the 
Downtown transit and pedestrian circulation system. 

The price to ride Angels Flight is $1 for a one-way ride. However, riders with Metro TAP cards can get a 
reduced fare of 50 cents. Angels Flight will operate seven days per week, from 6:45 am until 10:00 pm. 

“In a City with as storied a history as Los Angeles, Angels Flight is a treasure that captivates us 
universally as Angelenos,” said Councilmember Jose Huizar. “It speaks to our past, and a restored and 
safer Angels Flight points to our future as a modern, multi-modal Downtown Los Angeles. I want to 
thank Mayor Garcetti, the Angels Flight Railway Foundation and the ACS Group for all their effort in 
helping us bring this City of Los Angeles gem back to life.”

Huizar-led Effort Doubles Community Plan Workforce 



Councilmember Huizar made good on his Community Plan reform effort when the City Council voted 
this week to adopt an ordinance that doubles the City Planning Department workforce dedicated to 
updating Community Plans. The additional workers ensure plans get updated more frequently - every 
six years instead of every 20 years as is too often the case today - fulfilling a promise made earlier this 
year. 

More timely updates are important because Community Plans map out the types of land uses we want 
to see in our neighborhoods - the scale of commercial corridors and density of housing, as well as 
community policy priorities, such as neighborhood preservation or transit oriented development. 
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The City Council voted to host the Olympics in 2028! Unlike other cities, Los Angeles already has the 
existing venues needed, which helps ensure the financial viability of hosting the event. Still, as the 
Council gets more of the financial analysis back, there will be 18 months to adjust. Councilmember 
Huizar is extremely excited about the initial $160 million investment into youth sports across LA, which 
will give kids their own chances at competing in the Olympics one day. 


LA Receives $3 Million in Grants to Assist American Apparel Workers 



The City of Los Angeles received $1.8 million from the State to help the hundreds of employees 
terminated when American Apparel went out of business. The County of Los Angeles received $1.2 
million. Funding will go to LAUSD to help with basic skills training and ESL classes.The State's 
Employment Development Department will assist with unemployment insurance, labor exchange 
services and help with City WorkSource centers to help train employees.

A heatwave has hit Los Angeles, and high temperatures are continuing throughout the weekend. 

Staying safe in high heat is important. Follow these simple tips to stay cool: 

• Drink plenty of cool water! Stay hydrated. 

• Wear loose, light-colored clothing that will keep you cool. Wear sunscreen and a hat for 
protection. 

• Check on neighbors who might be vulnerable to the heat, especially those without air 
conditioning. 

• Never leave children or pets in a car - not even for one minute. Temperatures inside a car can 
quickly skyrocket to deadly levels. 

• If you work or play outside, take frequent breaks to hydrate and cool off in the shade. 

• Don't forget the pets! Keep pets indoors if possible. If kept outside, give them plenty of water and 
shade to rest in. 

• Symptoms of heat-related illness include dizziness, fatigue, faintness, headaches, muscle 
cramps, and increased thirst. If you experience these symptoms, seek medical attention. 

Cooling Centers are open throughout CD14. Recreation and Parks facilities like recreation centers, 
senior centers, and museums are open to the public and serve as cooling centers during normal hours 
of operation. Public libraries are also available during normal hours. 

Available options across CD14 include the El Sereno Senior Center, Highland Park Senior Center, Eagle 
Rock Library, Pecan Park and Evergreen Rec Centers, Little Tokyo Library and Central Library. The 
centers and libraries will be closed for Labor Day.

Huizar Leads on Affordable Housing Actions 

This month, the City Council voted to approve a Councilmember Huizar ordinance to end loopholes in 
the state’s Ellis Act action that allows owners of RSO (rent-controlled) units to convert to market-rate 
condos. Huizar’s ordinance instructs staff to create protections and safeguards to prevent some from 
circumventing the Ellis Act requirements in order to turn RSO apartments into market-rate units, or 
demolishing a property to build new market-rate units, which is illegal. 

Another Huizar legislative action adopted in June, instructs the City's Planning Department to include a 
statement in departmental reports whenever RSO units are removed in projects being considered by the 
Planning and Land Use Management Committee (PLUM), which Councilmember Huizar chairs. These 
reporting requirements will also describe how the lost units impact the City’s RSO inventory. 

And as the Chair of PLUM, Councilmember Huizar oversaw a robust discussion of the linkage fee 
proposal supported by the Mayor. A linkage fee institutes a fee on new developments so the City can 
"link" the production of affordable housing to other new construction. 

In the proposed plan, the fees (with some exemptions) would be imposed on developers building 
commercial and market-rate residential structures. The money collected would then be used to build 
separate affordable housing. After over two hours of public comment at the hearing, the Committee 
asked staff to report on concerns about impacts of a fee in lower-income areas and on how the funding 
will be used. 

Councilmember Huizar supports the linkage fee and wants to establish a well thought-out 
implementation program. He also wants to know how the linkage fee funds will be incorporated into a 
larger portfolio of strategies aimed at addressing the City's housing crisis. 


Next Big Step for LA Streetcar 
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The Downtown Los Angeles Streetcar, championed by Councilmember Huizar, took another step 
forward Friday as the City Council approved the latest report by City Departments and gave instructions 
for the City to begin formal discussions with Metro, where $200 million in funding has been earmarked 
for the Streetcar through the voter-approved Measure M. 

The City of Los Angeles will discuss with Metro possible ways that the funds can be released as soon as 
possible, given the LA Streetcar is currently slated for Phase III funding in later decades. Beyond direct 
allocation from Metro, the LA Streetcar could also receive its funding incrementally through a public- 
private partnership (P-3 program), as well as through the Federal government’s Small Starts program. 

The City report approved Friday outlines that the project cost estimates of $278 million to $290 million 
have been consistent through the last three studies, and are further stabilized now that the project has 
completed a full Environmental Impact Review, is at 30% percent design engineering and DWP 
underground utility costs have been determined. 

Besides the Metro funds, the DTLA Streetcar project currently has $390 million in committed local 
funding: Up to $85 million in local capital funding via a voter-approved Community Facilities District 
(CFD) special tax; $10 million from the Community Redevelopment Agency (CRA;) $1 million from the 
Measure R Local Return Fund for planning, environmental and pre-construction costs; and $294 million 
in Measure R Local Return Funds to pay for operation of the system for 30 years.

First Round of HHH Funding Approved 



This month, the Los Angeles City Council approved more than $86 million in funding for Measure HHH- 
financed projects to provide housing and facilities for those experiencing homelessness in the City of 
Los Angeles. 

The 2017 Homeless Count's 20% jump proves what we have all seen with our own eyes: our homeless 
population is expanding. To make a real dent in this issue, we need to not only increase the supply of 
Supportive Housing, but we also need to increase the speed at which we supply it. 
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HHH was always intended to prioritize Supportive Housing, and the funding approved today is a small 
but significant step forward in that effort. In all, more than $73 million was approved to fund nine projects 
and 615 units, and more than $12 million was approved to fund six facilities to assist those experiencing 
homelessness. 


Huizar Looks To Add Underground Power to 6th St. Viaduct 



Councilmember Huizar issued legislation instructing the Department of Water and Power and the 
Department of Public Works to conduct a study on the feasibility of underground wiring at the new 6th 
St. Viaduct. The existing infrastructure on both sides of the bridge is designed for industrial uses, not 
high pedestrian volume. Sidewalks and pedestrian lighting do not exist at the site, and these and other 
significant infrastructure upgrades are needed to create a safe and accessible public space. 

Currently, many overhead power lines crisscross the area and should be relocated so that they do not 
interfere with the usable park space and reduce visual blight for this 12-acre public park. Other power 
poles could also create an impediment for direct access to the park for the neighboring residents.

Zero Emissions by 2030-Electrifying DASH Buses 
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Councilmember Huizar issued a motion urging the Los Angeles Department of Transportation (LADOT) 
to establish a goal and implement steps to transition to a 100% zero emission bus fleet by 2030 or 
earlier. Huizar instructed the LADOT to report on the operational, fleet and transit facility needs to 
effectuate a transition to a 100% zero emission bus fleet. The councilmember also asked DOT to report 
on progress already made on existing plans to remove fossil fuels from the City’s public transportation 
vehicles. 

The City of Los Angeles has been a leader in reducing air pollution and global warming pollution through 
conversion of City fleets to cleaner technologies. Over the last 20 years, this has included replacing 
motor pool sedans with hybrids like the Toyota Prius and Honda Civic Hybrid, and replacing heavy-duty 
diesel refuse trucks with compressed or liquid natural gas engine trucks. 

Los Angeles also transitioned the entire 350 bus DASH fleet from diesel to compressed natural gas. The 
urgency of air pollution and the climate crisis demands we continue to pursue the cleanest technologies 
available and to shift wherever possible to zero-emission technology. 

The City has made strides to begin a transition to electric vehicles. Currently, Los Angeles has around 
300 full battery-electric sedans and another 50 plug-in hybrid electric sedans and is actively piloting 
medium and heavy duty electric equipment. It is also expanding electric charging infrastructure for public 
and municipal use. 


Neighborhood Council Program to Assist Refugees 



On World Refugee Day (June 20), the Los Angeles City Council adopted Councilmember Huizar's 
legislation to support Neighborhood Councils who are interested in helping refugees by creating 
Welcoming Committees to assist refugees as they adjust to life in the US. 

The program, through the Department of Neighborhood Empowerment, is based on an action by the 
Eagle Rock Neighborhood Council and some of its members who created the refugee assistance 
program, Miry's List. This incredible organization started with Miry Whitehill-Ben Atar helping one Syrian 
family and has blossomed into a collective effort that has assisted more than 100 refugee families. 

Councilmember Huizar and the City of Los Angeles also recognized Whitehill-Ben Atar for her efforts.

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Tallest Building in the West 



Councilmember Huizar attended the Wilshire Grand opening in DTLA, the tallest building in the West 
and a great addition to Los Angeles' economy. Our CD 14 office assisted in helping the Wilshire Grand 
become the first building in the City of LA not required to have a flat-roof design for helicopter landings 
since that law was enacted in 1958. This is a great addition to the City of Los Angeles and our DTLA 
skyline, which will reflect a more inspired and creative urban design highlighting LA's rightful place as 
the creative capital of the world. 


LA Justice Fund Established 

In June, the City Council identified $2 million to be contributed to the Los Angeles Justice Fund. The 
Justice Fund is a partnership between L.A. City/County and private donors, which will allow the 
California Community Foundation to provide legal representation to immigrants at risk of facing 
deportation or currently undergoing removal proceedings, who are otherwise unable to afford or access 
legal services. Studies have shown that with representation, California immigrants are four to five more 
times likely to succeed in court than those who lack representation.
